The Councillors of the Municip¬ 
al District of Vulean at their re¬ 
cent meeting were unanimous in 
their endorsement of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture's campaign to 
keep Alberta,-free of rats. The 
Norway, or brown rat, has recent¬ 
ly beiyi declared a pest by the 
Minister of Agriculture as provid¬ 
ed in the Agriculture Pests Act 
of the province. The policy of the 
Department of Agriculture is to 
take -appropriate and effective 
measures to prevent the move¬ 
ment of rats into Alberta and to 
eradicate -immediately any that 
may tie found in the province. The 
Municipal District has. by By- 
Law, appointed the present Weed 
Inspector, Mr. C. H. Matlock, the 
official in charge of the campaign 
to exterminate this pest. An im¬ 
portant part of the campaign is to 
educate the general public in 
identifyingkany rats and reporting 
them to the Municipal office or to 
Mr. Matlock. Because the rat is 
now present on the eastern bord¬ 
er of the province, meausros to 
exterminate it must be taken at 
once and everything done to keep 
Alberta free from this pest. The 
Councillors express the hope that 
every person will be active and 
interested’ in this work. 

Mr. Allan McLean, Councilor 
for Division 1, was appointed De¬ 
puty Reeve for the ensuing six 
months. 

A resolution approving the cost 
of the Vulcan Rural Electrification 
lines was approved. 

Mr. A. W. Hodges, Architect, of 
Calgary, was present at the meet¬ 
ing-and discussed with the Coun¬ 
cil plans for the Convalescent 
Nursing Home to be bulh by the 
Municipal District in Vulcan.

They know what hard times are and they know what 
good times are and they take the good with the bad 
and the bad with the good and even them up. 

Hence the foundation of the province is our pion¬ 
eer stock, both native and imported, the men and 
women who keep working on their farms and in 
their business places and make a life career of their 
occupations and furnish the schools and the hospit¬ 
als, and the municipal districts and the municipalities 
and the government itself with the funds that are 
necessary to keep the country goinjjf Only those who 
have been trained in the pioneer tradition are wel¬ 
come to Alberta because they will send their roots in¬ 
to the soil like trees planted by the rivers of waters. 
All others will move on to pastures new.

BUILD HUGE SURPLUS) 

IN CAR ACCIDENT FUND 

Wider benefits to motorists 
from the unsatisfied .judgment 
fund set up under the Automobile 
Accident Indemnity Act are ex¬ 
pected to be discussed by the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association when it 
holds its annual meeting" in Cal¬ 
gary, Nov. 18. 

.The association last year urged 
the provincial government to ex¬ 
tend the benefits provided under 
this legislation. 

The A.M.A. also is expected to 
discuss the announcement that Al¬ 
berta motorists contributed $219.- 
572 to the fund in the six months 
ended Sept. 30, last. During the 
same period, payments from the 
fund amounted to $117,933, of 
which $11,289 was for hospital and 
medical expenses for persons in¬ 
jured in motor vehicle accidents, 
$13,784 for miscellaneous pay¬ 
ments and the balance of $89,860 
in damages awarded plaintiffs ob¬ 
taining judgments. 

During recent years, a large 
surplus has been accumulated in 
this fund and this already has 
been increased by $100,000 this 
year. 

Some time ago, provincial au¬ 
thorities said $150,000 had been 
ear-marked for safety education 
programs and also the inaugura¬ 
tion of tests for those making 
their first applications for drivers’ 
licenses.
